Sierra Madre has long been Known as a nave, 
for artistic talent. Yet, many residents are unaware 
that it is the hometown and once again current 
residence of nationally-known landscape artist Bet- 
nard Wynne. 

His landscapes are executed with a line tech¬ 
nique involving painstaking detail and incredible ac¬ 
curacy, bringing to life the vast terrain of Califor¬ 
nia's deserts, mountains, meadows, rolling hills and 
coastal beauty. His style is one of realism, but with 
no hard edges. His magnificent portrayals of the 
California desert, in particular, have become collect¬ 
ors’ items.

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Do you need 
to reregister? 

With an alaction coming up In Novem¬ 
ber, It it time tor those who have moved 
or not registered to vote to do so. There 
are several area field deputy locations and 
many of these are private residences. 

A person may register to vote any 
time during the year, but Is eligible to vote 
29 days alter registration it there is an 
election in their area. The closing data tor 
registration ol voters is always the 29th 
day prior to the day of any particular 
election. 

There are five categories ol persons 
who should register or reregister for an 
election. They are: 

1. Those who changed their residence 
address In any way since they last 
registered and have not reregistered 
to their new residence address or re¬ 
ceived notice of automatic reregis¬ 
tration from the Department of Re¬ 
gistrar-Recorder. 

2. Those who have changed their 
name since they last registered. 

3. Those who desire to change their 
political affiliation. 

4. Those who have become of age 
and have not registered. 

5. New residents of Los Angeles 
County, who will have the required 
qualifications by the day of election. 
These qualifications are: 

a. Twenty-nine days residence in the 
county. 

b. Eighteen years of age on or prior 
to the date of any election. 

c. A citizen prior to the date of any 
election. 

d. A person on parole or in jail 
for a felony conviction Is not eli¬ 
gible to register to vote. 

Locations in Sierra Madre are the fol¬ 
lowing: city hall at 232 W. Sierra Madre 
Blvd.; Sierra Madre Post Office at 61 S. 
Baldwin Ave.; Lloyds Bank at 100 W. 
Sierra Madre Blvd.; and Imperial Savings 
at 25 W. Sierra Madre Blvd.

Pre-school 
shots for kids 

The Los Angeles County Department 
of HMlth Services reminds parents of the 
importance of having their children com¬ 
pletely Immunized before the beginning of 
the school year in September. 

The California school law will be en¬ 
forced this year and the policy “no shots, 
no school” will be adhered to strictly. 

Parents with children entering kinder¬ 
garten in September will need Immuniza¬ 
tion records with dates for each of the 
required immunizations and the Mantoux 
skin test for tuberculosis. If they don’t 
have an updated record ready when school 
starts, their children will be turned away 
by the school. 

Dr. Betty Agee, chief of Acute Com¬ 
municable Disease Control, said that to 
enter kindergarten, children will need five 
diphtheria, tetanus and pertussis (whoop¬ 
ing cough) shots and four doses of oral 
polio vaccine, with the last dose of the 
vaccines given after the child’s second 
birthday. Measles, mumps and rubella im¬ 
munizations given on or after the child’s 
first birthday also are required. 

Special immunization clinics have 
been scheduled throughout the county 
health centers this summer. Dr. Agee re¬ 
commends that parents not wait until the 
last minute to have their children fully 
immunized. 

Local physicians and community cli¬ 
nics are also aware of the requirements 
and can immunize all new students and 
kindergartners entering California schools. 

Less deaths due 
to seat belts 

Fourth of July traffic deaths totaled 
slightly less than the average recorded 
during comparable holidays of the 1980s — 
but the decline was overshadowed by an¬ 
other number: Seat belt usage of only 
9.3%. 

Highway Patrol Commissioner James 
E. Smith said 32 people died in acci¬ 
dents occurring on roadways patrolled by 
the CHP (freeways and unincorporated 
streets and roads). Only three were wear¬ 
ing belts. 

“A use rate of less than one in 10 is 
an appalling figure given the extensive 
notoriety which the mandatory seat belt 
law has received since It took effect Jan¬ 
uary 1.” 

Usage studies conducted earlier this 
year showed buckle-up rates ranging from 
29% in Redding to 59% in Orange County 
at non-freeway locations. The freeway use 
rate has been counted at 70% and higher.

Questions use 
of copperfsllver 
in swimming pools 

Last week (7/24/86) 
you had an article about 
using copper and silver 
for the treatment of 
swimming pools. The ar¬ 
ticle was quite convin¬ 
cing about replacing 
chlerinc or other meth¬ 
ods to control algae and 
bacteria in swimming 
pools. 


I have been in the 
swimming pool/spa bu¬ 
siness for over 35 years 
and have seen many me¬ 
thods come and sadly go 
to replace more conven¬ 
tional methods of pool 
water treatment. Treat¬ 
ing pool water with sil¬ 
ver and copper ions was 
one of them, since its 
effectiveness against the 
build-up of algae and 
bacteria was minimized 
by disastrous side ef¬ 
fects.

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Life-Change offers affordable therapy

Some of the therapists in Life-Change are in 
the program as a result of their own needs while 
others simply chose the field of psychology because 
of a natural interest. 

Life-Change is the name of a Sierra Madrc 
group of psychologists headed by Ron Vaneven- 
hoven. The founder is also employee assistance 
representative for Aerojet which includes intake, 
consultation, assessments and referrals of employees 
of the company. 

Life-Change is a new firm in Sierra Madre, 
located at 49 S. Baldwin. They have been in town 
since March, moving from a Pasadena environ¬ 
ment. 

“When I came up here, I noticed a more con¬ 
ducive environment. There was the warm feeling in 
the office and community we'd been looking for, 
Vanevcnhovcn, a Hastings Ranch resident for 22 
years, says. 

He is also associate professor at Glendale 
Community College and has developed a certified 
addiction counselor’s program. “At Glendale we’re 
looking at developing a faculty assistance program 
for the staff there.” 

He has an AA degree in business and psy¬ 
chology, and a B.S. and Masters in psychology. 

"1 didn't choose this field; it chose me, 
Vancvenhovcn explains. "Twenty-two years ago I 
came off the streets, uneducated, unemployed 
and actually an unemployable bum. The profession 
chose me.” He says he came from a family of 


alcoholics; his mother was a practicing alcoholic 
and his father was "a drunk.” 

He says he was a "dependent drinker at 12,” 
left home when he was 17, a “full blown alco¬ 
holic,” and went into the military for eight years 
when he realized he had a severe problem of alco¬ 
holism. 

Physical addiction to alcohol is caused when 
the liver loses its ability to metabolize and process 
alcohol out of the system. “Once started, the liver 
continues to degenerate,” he explains. 

Another counselor at Life-Change, Patricia 
Sanora, M.A., C.A.C., says she is a recovering 
alcoholic who has a mentally handicapped son 3 
years old. "I returned to school at the age of 40, 
started a new life, a new career.” She deals in 
chemical dependency, family and marriage counsel¬ 
ing and in employee assistance programs. 

Marion Price, M.A., and director of the Em¬ 
ployee Assistance Program, has a developmentally 
handicapped son. She grew up in alcoholism and 
“married one.” She continues, “By an act of 
whatever ... I (got out of the situation) walked 
into it (psychology training).” She was a victim 
of child abuse and sexual abuse and says she is “an 
incest survivor.” 

Dean Aufderheide, Ph.D. candidate, deals pri¬ 
marily in gerontology, he has his M.A. in psy¬ 
chology and an M.A. in theology from the graduate 
school at Fuller Seminary. He also deals with 
problems of Vietnam veterans and does individual 


psychotherapy. 

Gary Davidson is a marriage and family coun¬ 
selor intern with a Master’s degree. His background 
is in social services from the late '60s and he as¬ 
sists primarily those people with addictions, includ¬ 
ing eating disorders. 

Jack Lohr is a certified addiction counselor 
and has a background in administration. He is pri¬ 
marily the administrator at the counseling office. 

Colleen M. Whyte, M.A., M.F.C.C., grins 
when she says she is “recovering from nothing.” 
She decided at the age of 40 to return to college. 
Her husband is a lawyer in Pasadena. She has been 
with the firm for 1 Vi years and views Sierra Madre 
as her community since she attends St. Rita’s 
Church. 

Vanvenhoven describes the staff as “a team 
that gives their all. We have a commitment to ex¬ 
cellence here; we work well together and are creative 
therapists.” 

He continues, “Guidance and direction are 
based on gaining more knowledge. Everyone knows 
how to solve problems but they don’t know it. We 
help them. We don’t solve problems; we give people 
a choice to solve their problems. Accept your 
problem then you have a choice.” 

He concludes, "We are a multi-talented group 
trying to develop more than just a counseling ser¬ 
vice. We all need to develop the hope and faith 
that there’s a quality life out there.”

Long-standing myths 
that facilities such as this 
is where people go to die 
is not true. “Last year 
we sent home 40% of the 
patients and 11% to oth¬ 
er facilities where less 
care was needed . . . 
In 1985, three-quarters 
of our patients were in 
for less than three 
months. The length of 
stay in a SNF is short¬ 
er but the facility’s not 
inexpensive. Patients 
and their families have 
financial motivation to 


nursing hours per patient 
day. “We average 3.4 
or 3.8 when needed.” 

During the last two 
months the local nursing 
facility has been nearly 
full. “I have seen many 
census swings since Jan¬ 
uary, 1985. It expanded 
from 49 to 56 beds and 
census was to capacity 
until 1985. Now even 
though hospital census 
is down, we’ve stayed 
nearly full,” Freedman 
reported. 

She noted that the 
catch words concerning 
hospitals, “out quicker 
but sicker,” is unfor¬ 
tunately often true since 
patients often leave hos¬ 
pitals after only three
